AN immediate increase of the 
total income drawn by Ter- 
' yitorlal Army Associations by 
“about £195,000 a year has been 
sanctioned by the Government 
on the recommendation of the 
Strathcona Committee on Terri- 
torial Army Finance and Organ- 
Szation. “The gross additional 
‘ineome which the associations 
will receive this year, compared 
with 1937, is £300,000. At 
least £100,000 of this is a real 
improvement of income not car- 
marked for any particular ser- 
vice. 


The Committee, the appointment 
of which was announced jn Marcn, 
1938, consisted of Captain Lord 
Strathcona and Mount Royal (chalr- 
mtin);; Major-General Sir John 
Brown; Colonel Lord Cobham; 
Brigadler-General. BR, W. Hare; 
Colone] Sir Robert Johnson (died 
March 2,°1938); Mr. J. R, Wade; and 
Mr. L, F, Schooling (Air Mintstry 
Linlson Officer); with Major J. M. 
Reddle as sceretary. Tha terms: of 
‘reference were: "To examine and 
report on the general administration 
of the Territorlal Army, with special 
reference to (i) the organization and 
finance of the country association; 
(ii) the reductlon of correspondence 
and the simplification of administra- 
tlon between the War Office, and 
county associations and units;~ and 
(ii) the reduetlon of oMlce wark In 
units and the system of providing 
elerical* assistance.”

CURRENCY BILL 


BRITAIN’S 
AID FOR 
- CHINA 


How New Fund Will 
Be Operated 


LONDON, Mar. 20. 

MOVING THE second reading 
of the Chinese Currency Bill in 
the House of Commons to-day, 
Sir John Simon, Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, declared that 
while the total British trade with 
China was not a large percentage 
of total world trade, it was well 
worth preserving and assisting, 
especially because China has an 
immense population, and a small 
increase in’ purchases, per head 
make an enormous difference, 

The outbreak of hostilities was oa 
severe test of the currency system 
adopted In .1935.. The Chincse 
adopted very |well devised technical 
measures, and Chinese abroad had 
supported their currency with remit- 
tances and subscriptions to the war 
loans, 

Last year’s currency had been 
enrried through in orderly manner 
with the minimum of disturbance or 
undermining of confidence. ‘ 

“If the House supports this Bill, 
they can be assured of the reputation 
and tradition of the Chinese in this 


LABOUR SUPPORT 

Mr. Pethick- Lawrence (Lob) sup- 
ported the BIll because it provided 
an Incentive to British trade, and 
particularly because jt gave China 
definite support in the struggle 
against Japan. The time might come 
when the Government would do well 
to consider how far {t could take 
other action to strengthen the Chinese 
and to prevent the Japanese attempt

A severe earthquake rocked a 
wide area of Japan Including the 
central part of the main {slond, 
Kyushu and Shilsoki at 12.23 o'cloci 
this afternoon.

Seriously, however, 
ough’ the rule. may not prove 
Poputar with everyone, os. mony 
Pcople have been content with play~ 
ing their matches in white rubbcrs 
for years and_years, itis one which 
Was bound to come sooner or Iater.

Botter For Game 


THe reason why brown shoes arc 
advocated is that when o head 
is being played, Players wearlng 
white shoes and standing behind the 
Jack are Liable to. cause it to be ob- 
scured, whereas if brown onts were 
worn’ the jack would stand out in 
relicf, -When one comes to think of 
It, the rule benefits the game. The 
argument, brought’ forward at the 
mecting, to the effect that comfort 
will be sacrificed does not hold 
water, The rule merely lays down 
that brown-coloured shoes must be 
worn, ond those who object’ to 
wearlng heavy -brown shoes with 
rubber soles need only huve to get 
a pair of brown-coloured canvas 
rubbers, which are so commonly seen 
in the Colony, and which ao not cost 
any -more than the ordinary white 
rubbers.

At this meeting, it was suggested 
that some ruling should also be 
made in regard to dress at bowls 
matches in ttongkong.

Dad was represented by Mr. M. A, 
da. Silva, while Sub-Inspector J. 
O'Donovan prosecuted... 

It was alleged that Dad, together 
with Sit were ot Wing Lok Street 
West about 1 p.m. on February 11, 
ond there asked Tsoi and other haw- 
kers for ten cents if they wanted to 
hawk in that street. 

Liu .Chung-kam, o hawker'’s as- 
sistant, sald that Dad approached 
his master Chau Hing, and asked for 
ten cents. Ten cents was given to 
Dad. Liu further alleged that Dad 
nlso ‘went to Tsoi and made the same 
demand. He had seen Dad in the 
sume street for four consecutive-days 
before the Incident, 

Mr. Silva: According to the “duty 
book, B201 was on duty at Queen 
Mary Hospital on February 9, 50 how 
could you have scen him In Wing 
Lok Street West? 

Liu: I recognised him and he was 
there. 

Liu alleged that Sit was a “moncy 
collector” and he had seen other col- 
lectors for otherepolicemen. ° 

Lam Ming, a hawker, alleged that 
Dad went up to him and usked for 
ten cents if he wanted to hawk. If 
he did not pay he would’ have to
